Mr. Floyd Gibbons’ dispatch from Warsaw offers 
vivid illustration of the article in the Vossische 
Zeitung of Berlin which Ambassador Herrick has 
thought worth calling to the attention of the state 
department and which the department has wisely 

Mr. Gibbons shows the Polish capital in a war 


Js justified by developments within the diplomacy 
of Russia, Lithuania, and Germany, but which his 
opponents allege is shrewdly fomented to distract 
* attention from the failure of Pilsudski to present a 
program justifying his régime. 

Both theories are plausible and both probably 
contain some element of truth. What the Ameri- 
can public has reason to be interested in is that 
the situation of Poland and indeed of almost all 
Europe is inherently and perilously unstable. The 
writer begins by asserting flatly that “ Europe is 
on the threshold of a new war,” and he considers 
that the danger is greater than it was in 1914, He 
declares that “the general impoverishment of 
Europe is, without any doubt, the only element 
that has prevented until now the outbreak of a 
Buropean war,” but he adds that “this obstacle is 
not insurmountable.” 

It is not-4surmountable and it is being gradually 
removed. The rearrangements imposed at Paris in : 
1919 and the treaties and alliances then and later 
evolved have made a forcing bed of new wars. 
For one old Alsace-Lorraine Europe has a dozen 
new ones.’ We have discussed some of them.: The 
Vossische Zeitung article lists twelve—namely: the 
Memel question, the Vilna question, the Danzig and 
Polish corridor question, the Upper Silesia ques- 
tion, the western Ukrainian question, the German- 
Czech question, the Hungarian border question 
(this is more than a border problem), the South 
Tyrol question, the Italo-Jugo-Slav question, the 
Albanian question, the Macedonian question, and 
the Bgéssarabia question. 

These are not of equal] importance or difficulty, 
but, as even we in America ought to know, what 
seems and is, in itself, a minor occasion maygbring 

' @bout appalling consequences. The interrelations 
of European nations are even more complex and 
dangerous than before 1919 and the tragic iroriy of 
the whole situation lies in the undoubted fact that 
a mere incident or individual act might precipitate 
Gisaster. This the Berlin writer rightly emphasizes. 
“If, for instance, Miss Gibson, who made an at- 
tempt on Mussolini, were a Tyrolese, a Serb, a 
- Greek,-or an Albanian, we probably would be hav- 
ing a war now in southern Europe. Thus a mad- 
fan can plunge Europe into a new war, so unstable 
is European peace.” 

The Polish situation described by Mr. Gibbons is 
typical. Poland has territory, tormerly belonging 
to and still occupied by Germaus, Russians, and 
Lithuanians. She has various ties and alliances 
which are likely and some of them almost certain 
eventually to involve her in wars not her own. The 
Berlin article especially notes the question of Bes- 
sarabia. There “is the match,” says the writer, 
“for the eastern European powder bartel.” Rov- 
mania, having back the right horse, taking advan- 
tage of Moscow's difficulties, occupied and annexed 
Bessarabia, but ‘Moscow has never recognized the 
snnexation and at an appropriate time will try to 
recover it. Poland is pledged to help Roumania 
defend it. The little entente would be involved. 
France would y be forced to take a hand, 

perhaps England, perhaps Italy or Germany, de- 
pending upon the gravity and extent of the compli- 
cations.

If iron chloride is not available, any 
other salt of iron will do—even iron rust.

Garments, including gloves and shoes, 
that have been contaminated are to be 
removed and washed in the same way.

WASHINGTON.—The capital is re- 
viving from the depression consequent 
upon the great disaster to the Union 
army at Manassas Junction. Order is 
rising out of chaos. Fifteen thousand 
troops, constituting the reserve, which 
were not brought upon the field, are 
in as good condition as possible after 
a long march on insufficient rations. 
Gen. McClellan, who is expected today, 
will be worth 10,000 men to the army 
and to the capital. Those who have 
been preparing lists of the killed and 
wounded believe that the whole will 
not be more than 1,000, of whom 200 
or 300 only are killed. The commis- 
sary depsrtment is responsible in a 
great degree for the disaster. Hungry 
bellies are unhesitatingly pronounced 
to be at the bottom of it by field offi- 
cers. A flag of truce has gone to the 
field of battle with a long train of am- 
bulances for the wounded, and to bury 
the dead. The flag of truce that went 
out for the body of Col. James Cam- 
eron of the 79th [brother of Secretary 
of War Cameron] has not been able 
to recover it. The conduct of the 
rebels in disregarding ovr hospital 
flags—firing the hospital, killing 
wounded men, etc—excites horror.

The causes of this new interest in and direct 
approach to the personality of Jesus, as the visitor 
to India observes them, are various and compli- 
cated.

HUNDRED YEAR WAR FOR LEGAL REFORM 


Laymen Supervise English Legal System. 


This is the third weekly installment of an article by Prof. E. R. 
of the law school of the University of Michigan, describing

In 1850 the crown appointed a com- 
mission to inquire into the process, 
practice, and system of pleading of the 
Court of Chancery, the personnel con- 
sisting of the attorney general, four 
eminent queen's councilors learned in 
the law, and two barristers. This w1s 
unsatisfactory to parliament, and a 
parliamentary petition was presented 
to the queen asking that two or more 
persons not of the profession of the 
law be added to the commission, in 
accordance with which, on July 4, 1851, 
two men of business were appointed as 
additional commissioners. In subse- 
quent commissions and committees the 
precedent was followed, and the pro- 
portion of laymen has increased in 
recent years. 

A joint select committee was ap 
pointed by parliament in 1909 to con- 
sider the state of the business in the 


on. Five members were from the house 
of lords and five from the house of 
commons. Only one of the ten was a 
lawyer. This committee of laymen 
called before it as Witnesses the lord 
chancellor, the lord chief justice, two 
other judges, and one master of the 
king’s bench division, the president of 
the law society, two barristers, ani 
one layman, _ 

Layman Investigator Irks Bar. 

Mr. Justice Grantham was quite 


exercised over being investigated by 


laymen. The fudicature act, he said, 
had made provision for just such an 
inquiry as this by means of a council 
of judges to be called by the lord chan- 
cellor; or, the lord chief justice might 
have called the common law judges to- 
gether to discuss the situation. In- 
stead of proceeding in one of these 
recognized and orderly ways, this pub- 
lic investigation had been ordere‘. 
“On behalf of the common law judges 
ef England,” he declared, ‘“‘I most re- 
spectfully but seriously protest against 
these proceedings. Such proceedings 

e unheard of in the history of Eng- 

nd or of Englishslaw.” 

The last royal commission on legal 


investigate the causes of delay in the 
king’s bench, was made up of on 
judge, one king’s counsel, one bacheler 
of laws, and eight laymen. Sir A. 
Markham, who secured the appoin*- 
ment, stated in the house of commons 
that the attorney general had been 
asked, in choosing the members, not to 
permit lawyers to constitute a ma- 
jority of the commission.

Laymen Dominated Commission.

. You ought to take 
the lawyers as witnesses, but to make 
oan the judges is ridiculous.” [Ibid,

aminations of witnesses, among whom 


there were called thirteen judges, thirty- 
one lawyers, and fourteen laymen. The 


attitude of the commission, while 
friendly to the legal witnesses, was de- 
tached and objective, and was free 
from the inevitable limitations which 
legal preconceptions would have im- 
posed on the scope and character of 
the investigation. The conclusions ra- 
flected rather severely on the council 
of judges, which had met but three 
times in thirty-seven years to inquire 
into the working of the rules, and 
charged the. responsibility for delays 
in the administration of justice to the 
failure of the/judges to use the power 
which parliament had conferred upon 
them by the judicature act of 1873. 


Judges Unable to Reform Practice. 
Assuming, says the commission, that 


the judges found themselves unable to 


accomplish anything in the way of 
improving the practice, “we cannot 


but regret that they have not asked 


parliament to relieve them from the 


duty imposed upon them by statute and 


to substitute some other method - of 


considering from time to time and ce- 
curing any necessary reforms in the 


administration of justice.”" [Report, 
41-42.] 


It seems fair to assume that the les- 


sons of the long struggle with the bar 
have not been forgotten, and that the 


lay public will not relinquish the 


authority it has learned to exercise 
over the methods of judicial adminis- 


tration. It will be much easier to 


maintain that authority than it was 
to win it, but machinery for its exer- 
cise will doubtless have to be improved. 
The solution of that problem is, how- 
ever, a task for the future. “ 


At first view the experience of Enz.

U. 8S. Bar Not Centralized. 


We*do not have a centralized bar 
nor a centralized court at Washing-

have even centralized state bars and 
state courts at our state capitals, oper- 
ating under the strong light of an 
active public interest.

That basis has been mutual 
association for the discussion of the 
problems affecting the profession, and 
since all of its problems relate ip 
some way to the administration af 
justice, the bar associations have be 
come the recognized agencies for dea}. 
ing with that subject. But they have 
not met the expectations of the pubiia 

Codperation has been cordial, but # 
has pot been effective. - There is tos 
large a percentage of members whe 
are unable to look at procedural pro} 
lems with the detached view .which 
the public interest demands. The 
leaders of the profession see the need 
for modernizing our methods. They 
suggest and encourage reforms. Bat 
the rank and file are still too heavily 
loaded with traditional ideas and too 
much blinded by preconceptions 
give the support which is necessary for 
real progress. | 

Crippled by Technicalities, 

In the case of the legal profession 
the habitual use of a fixed procedure 
has made the majority of American 
lawyers. utterly incapable of appreciat- 
ing how absurd are the technicalities 
which cripple its usefulness. No group 
of business men would ever voluntarity 
consent to use such awkward, slow, 
and ineffective methods in the con- 
duct of their business. They would go 
bankrupt if they tried it. But the 
courts are established and - supported 
by the state, and although litigants 
may become bankrupt in using them, 
the courts themselves are subjected to 
no economic test of their right to su> 


If they remain under the control of 
a profession which continues to value

public, or their jurisdiction will be par- ~

Need Broadet Education. 

There is but one adequate solutioa 
of the difficulty, and that is a broaé 
ened and socialized legal education 
The leaders of the profession in Ame® 
ica have seen the imperative need for 
lawyers with deeper insight into the 
nature and the functions of modem 
society, and with a better equipment 
for wisely administering the rules 


which regulate the growing complex 


ities of its organization. 

In 1921 the American Bar association 
took a notable and impressive stand for 
elevating legal education. They pre 
posed that ev@ry candidate for the ber 
should be given both an extensive and 
an intensive preparation for the duties 
which awaited him. His mind was te 
be opened and his judgment gives 
poise and perspective by at least twe 
years of college work. It was doubt 
less hoped that eventually a full cob 
lege coursé would become the 
standard. Upon this foundation the7 
proposed to erect a superstructure of 
professional training which would de 
velop lawyers with a technical equip 
ment adequate for the exacting 4& 
mands of society.

UPHOLDS BLUE LAWS 
OF 1794, FINES HEAD 
OF CENTENNIAL $4 


Philadelphia, Pa. July 24.—(P)—E. 
I. Austin, director general of the ses- 
quicentennial exposition, today was 
found guilty by Mrs. Violet E. Fahne- 
stock, police magistrate, of violating 
Pennsylvania’s blue laws of 1794 in

Mrs. Fahnestock fined him the 
limit of $4 provided by the law, plus 
costs of $4.50.

ETROIT, July 24.—([Special.]— 

The end of the mid-summer in- 
ventory period is marked by

This especially is true in 
the great plants of Detroit where op- 
erations eased up considerably during 
the last half of June and the first two 
weeks of Juty. But for this decrease 
in production there was a reason-~in- 
ventories and readjustment of prvuduc- 
tion facilities for many new models, 
several of which have already been an- 
nounced, with many more to follow 
All the major units of the industry 
are heading into the second half of 
1926 with a greater amount of optim. 
ism than ever before reflected in mid 
summer. Every pliant, with but two 
or three exceptions, has started on 
echedules that mean capacity output 


for many of them, and near 


for others. 


Probably the ike large producer 
that is not sharing in the general in- 
crease is the Ford Motor company. 
From an unofficial source it is an-

and an increase is now noticed. But, 
whatever the increase is, the plants 
are working at nowhere near capac- 


ity. What caused the siump is an un-)| 


answered question, but that something 
is liable to happen at any ‘time is the 
talk in automobile circles. Ford deal- 
ers have been ordered to clear their 
floors of both new and used car stock 
as rapidly as possible. This, accord- 
ing to similar conditions in past years, 
means but one thing—something new.

Chit@zo motorists by the recent com- 
pletion of the paving on the Grant 
highWay, route 5, to Galena, a town 
that flourished when Chicago was ‘a 
trading post. “ 

Over the last 30 miles of the concrete 


“trail the route takes the prairie jaded 


view hunter across that partially gla- 
ciated corner of the state where Illinois 
is not like the Illinois he has seen be- 
fore, and lands him at the old home of 
.Gen. Ulysses S. Grant. ever the first 
citizen of Galena. | 

The way to this totally different sec- 
tion of the state lies out Lake street 
and through Elgin, Marengo, Belvi- 
dere, Reckford and Freeport. Free- 
port. logs at 124 miles from Michigan 
avenue and can be made at legitimate 
speeds in less than four hours. 


Except for a half mile at the en- 
trance of Galena and a short gap at 
the western outskirts of Freeport the 
route is paved all the way, though Bel- 
videre has a bad stretch within its city 
limits. 

The ride is interesting all the way 
but half way between Freeport and 
Stockton, 22 miles beyond, the mo- 
torist finds himself getting a sample of 
the roller coaster highway which is 
characteristic of the trail to Grant’s 
old home town. 

Beyond Stockton the views begin to 
unfold themselves. The road stays 
mainly on the high points of the hills, 
taking dips into the hollows only for 
variety’s sake. Green hills clad with 
thousands of trees and their valleys 
between stretch away for miles on both 
sides. Rugged knolls with outcrop- 
pings of stone jut up to intrigue the 
eye and far ridges in purple haze in- 
vite the cramped gaze of the city dwel- 
ler. Infrequent farm houses and 
fields, fitted into the valleys and hill- 
sides, appear much as if seen from the 
cockpit of an airplane. 

The motometer leads the way down 
a long, curving, steep grade into the 
village of Elizabeth, through that 
sleepy little place, and out toward 
Galena. Along the spine of a ridge 
of high hills goes the cement ribbon, 
with some of the fairest, if not the most 
arable, land in the state on each side. 

The car passes through -the “ forest,” 
a dense woods where rattlesnakes 
abound. Coming out of this tangle of 
trees and undergrowth, where boughs 
form an arch over the bread highway, 
the bent tree is passed. It buries its 


roots, beneath the concrete of the road 


and bends back for the companionship 
of its straight trunked neighbors. The 
right of way in the neighborhood is 
said to have been given the state, pro- 
viding the twisted trunk, a land mark, 
was allowed to stand unmolested. 
Down a mile-long hill to the end of 
the concrete a half mile out of Galena, 
over a(fair, partly graveled road, and 
two Sot srt a high one and a low one 
tourist is in Galena. 
Shifti gears in this old city is no 


disgrace, no matter what you drive. 


Streets there are built on the vertical 

plane. Some, in fact, though paved 

with brick, make no pretense of being 

for wheeled vehicles, for they have 

flights of steps squarely up the center. 


Turning off the main street to the 
left, the seeker for Grant's home 
crosses the little river and finds well! 
placed signs directing him to it. It 
is a square, red brick house, a mansion 
in its day, and it perches atop a hill, 
overlooking the town. The way up is 
steep, and once arrived it is well to 
find a friendly stone to block a wheel 
rather than depend too much upon the 
questionable functioning of the emer- 
gency brake. 

Grant’s home not only is a charm- 
ing example of the dwellings of his 
time. furnished as it is with many 
pleces of furniture that delight the 
lovers of old and beautiful things, but 


it contains many mementoes of the 


rough and ready little fighter to whom 
Lee surrendered, but did not have to 


relinquish his sword. 
There is no charge for visiting the 


house, but a register is kept and op- 


portunity given to contribute to the 
upkeep of the old piace. | 

Two blocks to the right from the 
bottom of the hill is Grant park, where 
a statue of the general dominates from 
central knoll. 

Returning to Chicago one may 
abandon the Grant highway at Free- 
pert, taking route 26 to Dixon and 
‘then traverse the Lincoln highway 
back home. 

The trip is longer that way, but if 
Qn early start is made and plans are 
Made for returning to Chicago after 
the peak of the traffic jam, it is a

YIELD GREATER 
THAN ESTIMATE 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 
Lincoln, Neb., July 24.—[{Special.]-— 
Threshers’ reports coming from ma- 
chines now humming throughout the 
southern two-thirds of the state are 
making it necessary for Nebraska to 


add many thousands of bushels to the 
July estimate figure of the winter 
whéat crop, while extremely hot wea- 
ther during the last week is causing 
reports to thousands of bushels 
each day from the corn crop figures. 
With an increased acreage of winter 
wheat, W. E. Anderson, federal state 
crop and live stock statistic,an, esti- 
mated that there would be 33,719,000 
bushels this season, or more than 2,000,- 
000 bushels in excess-of last year’s crop. 
Since yields are running higher than 
srowers had expected an upward re- 
vision of both the winter and spring 


0} wheat estimates will likely be neces- 


Sary. Growers are not only boasting 
about their yields, but they are sur- 
prised at the unusually high quality of 
the wheat, which means that it will 
test high when put on the scales. 
Danger to Corn Crop. 
There will be some shriveled grains 
in upland. fields caught by the dry 
spell before the grain had reached the 
final mature stage, but in general the 
kernels are hard and well filled. 
Unless plenty of rain soon 
there are dangerous days ahead for 
the corn crop. While growers had re- 
duced their acreage of corn about three 


;Per cent, they had good reasons to be- 


lieve that with fine prospects two 
weeks ago the crop would be nearly 
equal to the one harvested last fall. 
A week of extremely hot weather has 
made growers nervous, 
Alfalfa Yield Cut.

Another step in the far reaching plans 
of L. F. Loree, to link the principal 
transportation gateways of the coun- 
try, was taken today with the filing 
of two applications with the interstate | 
commerce commission to unite into a 
single system three major carriers 
the @outhwest. 

Approval of the two plans, one ‘pro- 
viding for acquisition of stock control 
of the Missouri-Kansas-Texas (Katy) 
by the Kansas City Southern, and the 
other for assumption of similar con- 
trol by the “Katy” of the St. Louis 
Southwestern’ (Cotton Belt) would 
mould -into one big operating system 
nearly 6,000 miles of track and approx- 
imately -$600,090,000 of working cap- 
ital, The commission was requested 
to regard both applications as cover- 
ing one general project and they be 
considered together. 


Question of Legality. 

The distinction between. consolida- 
tion under common ownership and 
management,;-prohibited by law pend- 
ing completion by the commission of 
final consolidation plans, and merging | 
through stock control to operate as a 
single system was emphasized in the 
‘Katy application, which explained 
it was for “acquisition, not involv- 
ing consolidation into a single system 
for ownership and operation,’’ of the 
Cotton Belt. 

Unlike the rejected Nickel Pilate 
unification plan, which called for the 
creation of a new company to assume 
control over five railroad units, and 
the issuance in some instances of non- 
voting stock, the applications filed to- 
day would have one railroad acquire a

Toronto, Ont., July 24.—Reciprocity 
with the United States on natural prod- 
ucts is one of the chief planks in the 
platform. drawn by Manitoba progres- 
sives in thelr meeting at Winnipeg to 
outline a policy for “ low tariff” candi- 
dates in the Canadian election. 3

ress a “ consolidation of low tariff sen- 
timent,”" and prepared their platform 
to unite liberal and progressive 
strength against Prime Minister Meig- 
hen’s Conservative forces. The plat- 
form included a declaration for no fur- 
ther tariff increases, and reductions 
in existing tariff schedules.

In Cleveland, where there was con- 
siderable labor difficulty this spring, 
laborers have returned to work from 
a strike, but the dispute between em- 
ployers and painters over pay increase 
Gemands has not been settled.

BEVERAGES NUTRITIVE AND 
SOCIAL. 
OU may agree that if anybody 
in the world should be able to 
prepare drinks both nutritive 
and attractive it should be a 
nurse. Therefore, I was especially 
interested last summer when visiting 
one of the best known of the cooking 
schools of the East to come first upon 
a class of nurses who had been ex- 


-perimenting with such drinks. Eight. 


or ten of these women were réady to 
eat their luncheon, and at each plate 
or cover there was a different drink. 


Those who have specialized, by 
chance or training, in invalid cookery 
have almost always known how to com- 
bine fruit juices and cereal waters to 
make nutritive and highly palatable 
cool or hot drinks. The recipes for 
these usually are put first in books of 
invalid cookery. 

No more grateful food and refresh- 
ment can be offered an invalid than 
a nutritive drink and, unfortunately, 
a great number of people, at some time 
during the summer, become candidates 
for something like a diet of barley 
water for a day or two. Any drink 
containing sugar and fruit juices is a 
nutritive drink, but the term is often 
used meaning such drinks as barley 
water, or something similar made of 
some of the other .ereals. Rice water 
is given those who have been extremely 
sick, and hot cereal thickened drinks, 
which used to be called by the rather 
hateful mame of gruels, have been 
given to those recovering their ap- 
petite after an illness, and sometimes 
having an almost violent appetite. 


But there are other delicate palates 
besides those of the invalid, and in 
capably catering to the thirsts of hot 
weather one may be doing a great 
missionary work or performing for the 
family a valuable and loving service. 


Instead of orange juice, a barley 
water well seasoned with pieces of

There may be actual danger to a 
stout person, and to some others, in a 
plentiful drinking of lemonades, be- 
cause of the amount of pure fuel 
consumed in taking the sugar required 
to sweeten them. Plain diluted orange 
juice is far safer for them. The same 
ie true of the drinks made of limes with 
their unique and special flavor. 

In making great bowls of drinks 
perhaps with a lump of ice, but more 


wholesome without it, the pineapple, 


if used, may be counted with the 
lemon, while the orange is the happiest 
and mildest of the ingredients, and 
just as pretty as the garnishing cherry 
or strawberry in its season. Straw. 
berry and raspberry sirups, and even 
that of the blackberry, add color and a 
delicate flavor to these drinks or 
punches. Plain soda, seltzer, and 
ginger ale, are added to the juices, and 
pieces of fruit and the water to give 
zip, but it is possible if the ingredients 
are not good, nor well combined, to get 
a blend that is not fair to the ingredi- 
ents used, because almost any of them 
alone would be ‘better or greatly 
superior to it. 

Some of us are fussy about using 
grape juice in considerable quantities 
for the ice cold punches, yet other peo- 
nie use it often. In prescribing both 
it and ginger ale, we ought to be able 


te mention the brand for it makes a

Barley Water. 


Barley water in England is used both 
as an invalid and as a social drink. 
With the finely cut bits of orange it 
will do quite well for a morning cock- 
tail for a hot day. Quite by itself it 
may have a fruity flavor and people 
who are unaceustomed to it, and may 
reject it on one taste, may easily come 
to like it after tasting it a few times 
more, and adding some fruit flavor to 
taste, although orange may easily be 
the one preferred. 


Barley Water Recipe. 

Wash two tablespoons of pear! bar- 
ley and add five cups of cold water. 
Cook gently for at least three hours. 
A double boiler is best if after thé 
lower part boils the fire is not left 
full; tilt under it. If the water boils 
out the barley will rise and boil over 
and make something not so easy to 
clean up. Over a tiny fire and in a 
kettle of adequate size it can just as 
safely be cooked. It swells greatly in 
the cooking, and this small amount 
will make a liquid which will jelly 
when cold and when cooked thor- 


oughly. 
Barley Porridge. 


Barley as a breakfast cereal is ex- 


used in a 


cellent, and palatable quite cold on 


a summer morning. One can kill two 
birds with one stone, or get a barley 
water and a porridge, by cooking one- 
half cup of the washed pearl barley 
in one quart of water. As a real 
health dish use the thick part with 
a seasoning of salt only, or use fruits 
with it-—-the berries and milk may be 
sufficient for a light breakfast, or use 
sliced peaches and cream with it. 


‘Drinks with Soda Waters. 


The uneconomical bottle of soda, or 
the economical seltzer bottle and the 
ginger ales, can be used to get effects 
like those of the soda fountain. There 
is a serious question as tq whether 
they are wholesome—these charged 
waters. One who had never got used 
to these drinks said after drinking 
one, that she felt just as she did when 
riding up and down in the elevator for 
the first time, and then added, “ You 
take it and don’t notice. Then all 
of a sudden it ‘sizzes’,” which is cer- 
tainly what it does, and with most 
embarrassing suddenness sometimes. 


The Tea Sirups. 

To some of us it is next to impos- 
sible to get a tea base fine enough 
for some pints or quarts of fine fruits 
cut in bits, but when a tea sirup is 
in testing out some of the recipes for 
tea sirups, from interesting sources 
and particularly one from an interest- 
ing old French book entirely devoted 
to drinks, we find it seems much too 
sweet for the combinations mentioned, 
or for the most interesting of these, 
which had the title “ Bavaroise au 
lait,”’ or a milk Bavarois. With other 
preparations, other Bavarois' were 
made, but that of milk contained equal 
parts of the tea sirup and milk, and 
seemed too sweet, but the French for- 
merly drank a great deal of “eau 
sucre.” or just sweetened water, and 
perhaps this would be to the taste of 
the days when that drink was so com- 
mon among them. 


| Origin of Bavarols. 

We all know what the Bavarian 
creams are and the Bavarois are de- 
scribed in the book mentioned above 
as follows, translating the French 
freely: “One attributes to the habits 
of a prince of Bavaria the origin of the 
name which among the purveyors of 
drinks serves to designate a cold or hot 
drink, prepared offhand, which one 
can serve at any hotr. This is pre- 
pared with a sufficient quantity of a 
tea infusion and when sweetened with 
a plain sirup is called a water 
Bavarois.”” In the recipe for the 
milk Bavaroils it says that you can 
give the Bavarois any flavor desired, 
sweetening it with differently “aroma, 


tized” sirups, some people choosing 
cinnamon, others vanilla, others ocr- 
ange flower water. This seems to offer 
something interesting for those who 
like iced tea, and would like to vary it 


for company, or to satisfy a general | 


curiosity. And then they may, by ex 
periment, get something that in tke 
French phrase “ produces an agreeable 
sentiment in the stomach.” 


A Melonade., 

A melonade may be one of the 
thrifty but daintily agreeable drinks. 
Put the seeds of a cantaloupe into a 
glass and add half a cup of cold. water. 
Let it stand for a time, drain off the 
liquid and add about a third as much 
lemon juice, and considerable less 
sugar than one uses for an ordinary 
glass of lemonade. A little fizzy water 
may be added. A‘melon may be mashed 
into a puree and used for a drink. To 
three cups of mashed sweet melon add 
one cup of sugar and the juice of one 
lemon. Or add the lemon juice grad- 
ually so as not to destroy the mild 
melon flavor. Some orange juice may 
also be added and less care is required. 
This can be frozen for a melon ice. 


Mint Flavored Drinks. 


Home made drinks flavored with 
mint water, or mint tea, may be de- 


licious, and are particularly and per- 


haps always to be recommended for 
children. The mint water or tea is 
superior when made with cold water, 
but may also be made with boiling.

To make the cold water “infusion” 


wash sprigs of mint and shake off the 
water from them. Either sprinkle 
sugar over them or rub it into them, 
and cover with cold water. Let stand 
until the water is daintily or deliciously 
flavored with the mint. For a glass of 


water flavored with this sweetened 


mint add three or four teaspoons of 
lemon: juice. This is an exceptionally 
pleasant drink for a -hot day and all 
the pleasanter and cooler seeming if 
garnished with a spray of mint. To 
make a hot wate2r mint infusion pour 
a cup of boiling water over a dozen 
sprays of well washed and drained 
mint. Let it stand five minutes or a 
little longer and drain off: Sweeten 
to taste and drink hot or cold, and get 
its real refreshment. Or, if you like, 
add one or two teaspoons of lemon 
juice per glass.

| Beverage Sirups. 


Lemonades and similar beverages | 


are superior when sweetened with sir- 
ups. This is the most economical way 
of sweetening them and the sirups 
make them smoother. Perhaps the 
most common beverage sirup is made 
with two cups of sugar and two cups 
of water—the sugar thoroughly dis- 
solved before the cooking—cooked to 
sirup stage or to 220 on the thermom- 
eter. The water used may be lightly 
flavored with a fruit juice. 
Hot Sirup. 

A hot sirup poured over fruits, cut 
up for a punch, is often used when 
there is time for it to cool. Fruits are 
watery, soa sirup of two cups of sugar 
and one of water is good, and they give 
up full flavor to the sirup besides dilut- 
ing it. Pour the hot sirup over chosen 
mixture of fruit, or it may be poured 
over a glass of jelly or jam, to be 
whipped up. This can be chilled for 
a punch or frozen for an ice. )

HOW TO MAKE LAMP SHADES. 


T is so much less expensive to make 
than to buy a lamp shade that 
many women have learned to make 
their own. One of the most impor- 

tant parts is to make the right choice 
of materials and shapes. There is such 
a bewildering variety of materials and 
combinations of materials that choos- 
ing is not the easiest thing imaginable. 

For living rooms plaited georgette 
over colors is pretty, using deep fringe 
or ruching for a finish. The love- 
ly brocaded and printed materials 
stretched on plain also make pretty 
shades. For bedrooms one often sees 
dotted marquisette or silk net used 
ever delicate colors and trimmed with 
lovely net or lace edgings ruffied on. 

To begin the work of covering, wind 
ribbon that is sold for the purpose 
tightly around both the perpendicular 
and horizontal wires.

There are yet those thieves from 
birds’ nests, the marauding crow and 
the prowling screech owl, 
with wings and unafraid of tumbling. 
Even these, however, have no secure 
footing upon which to perch on these 
limb tips and are not much given to 
hunting dinners in oriole nests. — 

To the tree,that furnisnes just the 
right sort of branches for oriole nests 
these birds offer to render an impor- 
tant service as though in payment for 
rent. They agree to devote themselves 
to picking insects that are enemies 
of the trees, in there among the 
branches. They specialize, however, 
in a certain hairy caterpillar that other 
birds will not disturb. Even the oriole 
will not swallow such a caterpillar, 
but it rips open the hairy coat and gets 
itself a tasty morsel out of the very 
vitals of the fuzzy one.

Spanish Opera to Be 
Heard at Ravihia

CCUPYING a prominent place in the bulletins from the 
Ravinia offices this week is the announcement of a 
noveity.. It is Manuel de Falla’s “La Vida Breve,” 
one of the few Spanish operas ever heard outside of 
spain, and presen‘ed in New York only last winter: It will 
wae on Saturday night, and Lucrezjia Bori will sing the 
leading part. 

Spanish music, operatically 
considered, first began to attract 
attention in. this country in 1915-16, 
when Enrique Granados came to 
New York to superintend the pro- 
duction of his “‘ Goyescag.” Short- 
ly thereafter he was drowned in 
the English channel, presumably 
as part of a war time meas re 
tending to make the world safe for 
democracy. Since his death, De 
Falla has been reckoned as the 
foremost Spanish composer. He is 
known here chiefly by some or- 
chestral works

ballet, “L’Amor Brujo,” staged 
two years ago by Adolph Bolm, 
who also danced therein, and by a 
few pieces of smaller dimensions. 

“La Vida Breve,” which you can translate “The Brief 
Life,” if you desire, was composed in 1913, and therefore 
ranks as one of De Falla's more youthful works. I.am told, 
however, that it is an interesting score, full of the fluent 
tunes, spirited rhythms, and characteristic Spanish touches 
by which his other music is recognized

Thirty-six days, twenty different operas, 
and not a failure among them. In fact the greater part of 
them have been superlative. That, if you like, is a bit of a 
record as records go, these days. Any other opera company 
gnxious to compete is invited to step up and try this on its 
conductor’s stand. 

The more one looks at the situation, the more surprising 
it seems. I, who a year ago went across the ocean to find 
out, say to you that Europe holds nothing comparable to it, 
and I saw all sorts of performances, some carefully and in- 
telligently rehearsed, some perfunctory and careless. The 
best of them would never have dared to put on one-half or 
one-third the number of operas that Mr. Eckstein has shaken 
out of his sleeve in five weeks, and if they had, the hest of 
the performances would have been yards, furlongs, miles 
below Ravinia’s worst. 

In fact, if Mr. Eckstein had had the temerity to consider 
& season with no better casts of artists than those I heard 
in Burope, he would not now be regarding the halfway mark 
@ his season, but would have been obliged to Close his gates. 

This is a good time to boost Americe and Ravinia first. 
Yor one thing, it is the solemn, unassailable truth.

Operatic Drive Is on-in Italy. 

‘Italy would seem to be going ahead with plans for a 
fill sized operatic drive. The city of Rome has’ recently 
purchased the Costanzi theater far 16,000,000 lire, and Pietro 
Mascagni is mentioned as its probable musical Wirector, 
There is also word that Premier Mussolini has ambitions to 
Gnstruct a new and splendid opera house out near the 
Mitlent Coliseum, to be called the Teatro Imperiale, and 
that he is considering the financial and artistic aspects neces- 
Mty to put his ideas into execution. This latter is apparently 
W® undertaking of which Giorgio Polacco was offered the 
Milgical directorship a year ago. 

Wenice will have another music festival in September,

| Hymn to the Truth 


By H. L. Mencken. 

N May 23 last, writing in this place, I told the strange, 
sad story of an article that I printed in the New York 
Evening Mail, a paper now happily extinct, on Dec. 
28, 1917. That article, thrown off as a relief from the 

patriotic libido of war time, was, in substance, a burlesque 
history of the bath tub. I may confess that, when it was 
done, I fancied it no littlé. It was artfully devised, and it 
contained some buffooneries of considerable juiciness. 
confidence that the customers of the Evening Mail would 
like it* 
Alas, they liked it only too well. That is to say, they 
swallowed it as gospel, gravely and horribly. Worse, they 
Legan sending clippings of it to friends east, west, north, 
and south, and so it spread to other papers, and then to the 
magazines and weeklies of opinion, and then to the scientific 
Iress, and finally to the reference books. Its transparent 
wheezes got themselves converted into sober history. It 
accumulated corroborative detail. To this day it is in cir- 
culation, and, as I say, has broken into the reference books, 
and is there embalmed for the instruction and edification of 
posterity. 
) On May 23, writing here, I exposed it at length. I 
pointed out some of the obvious absurdities in it. I confessed 
categorically that it was all buncombe. I called upon the 
tistorians of the land to take it out of their books. This 
confession and appeal was printed simultaneously in nearly 
thirty great American newspapers. One of them was the 


The Herald printed my article on page 7 of its editorial section, 
under a four column head, and with a two column cartpon 


labeled satirically, “The American public will swallow any- 
thing.”” And then on June 13, three weeks later, in the 
same editorial section but promoted to page 1, this same 
Hlerald reprinted my 10 year old fake—soberly and as a 
piece of news! 

Do not misunderstand me: I am not seeking to cast a 
Stone at the Herald or at its talented and patriotic elitors. 
it is, I believe, one of the glories of American journalism. It 
iabors unceasingly for virtue and the flag. If it were sup- 
pressed by the Watch and Ward society tomorrow New Eng- 
land would revert instantly to savagery, wolves and cata- 
mounts would roam in Boylston street, and the Harvard 
Law school would be engulfed by bolshevism. Little does 
the public reck what great sums such journals expend to 
establish and disseminate the truth. It may cost $10,000 and 
a reporter’s leg to get a full and accurate list of the guests 
at a Roxbury wake, with their injuries. 3 

My point is that, despfte all this extravagant frenzy for 
the truth, there is something in the human mind that turns 
instinctively to fiction, and that even journalists succumb to 
:t. A German philosopher, Dr. Hans Vaihinger, has put the 
thing into a formal theory, and you will find it expounded at 
length in his book, “The Philosophy of Ags If.” It is a 


to think exclusively in terms of the truth. For one thing, 
the stock of indubitable truths is too scanty. For another 
thing, there is the instinctive aversion to them that I have 
mentioned. All of our thinking, according to Vaihinger, is 
in terms of assumptions, many of them plainly not true. 


| Into our most solemn and serious reflections fictions enter— 


and three times out of four they quickly crowd out al] the 
facts. 
That this is true needs no argument, Every man, think- 


ing of his wife, has to assume that she is beautiful and 


amiable, else despair will seize him and he will be unable 
to think at all. Every American, contemplating Dr. Coolidge, 
is physically bound to admire him: the alternative is anarchy. 
Every Christian, viewing the clergy, is forced into a bold 
theorizing to save himself from Darwinism. And all of us, 
taking stock of ourselves, must resort to hypothesis to escape 
the river. 3 

What ails the truth is that it is mainly uncomfortable, 
and often dull. The human mind seeks something more 
imusing, and more caressing. What the actua] history of 
the bath tub may be I don’t know: digging it out would 
Le a dreadful job, and the result, after all that labor, would 
probably be a string of banalities. The fiction I concocted 
Lack in 1917 was at least better than that. It lacked sense, 
but it was certainly not without a certain charm. There 
were heroes in it, and villains. It revealed a conflict, with 
virtue winning. So it was embraced by mankind, precisely 
as the story of George Washington and the cherry tree was 


by something worse—and hence better. 

| In other words, it was poetry. And what is poetry? 
Poetry is simply a mellifluous statement of the obviously not 
true. The two elements are both important, and perhaps 
equally. It is not sufficient that the thing said be untrue: 
it must also be said with a certain grace—it must soothe the 
ear while it debauches the mind. And it is not sufficient 
ihat it be voluptuous: it must also offer a rock and a refuge 
from the harsh facts of every day. All poetry embodies a 
lie. It may be an objective lie, as in “ God’s in His heaven; 
all's well with the world.” Or it may be a subjective lie, 
os in “I am the master of my fate.” But it must be a lie— 
and preferably a thumping one. 

Poets, in general, protest against this doctrine. They 
argue that they actually deal in the truth, and that their 
brand of truth is of a peculiarly profound and esoteric 
quality—in other words, that their compositions add to the 
cum of human wisdom. It is sufficient answer to them to say 
that chiropractors make precisely the same claim, and with 
exactly the same plausibility. Both actually deal in fictions. 
Those fictions are not truth; they are not even truths in 
cecay. They are simply better than truths. They make life 
raore comfortable and happy. They turn and dull the sharp 


edge of reality. : 


anesthetic to poetry, as they are alleged to be anesthetic 
to othér forms of beauty, but this is itself a fiction, devised 
ty poets to dignify their trade, and make it seem high toned 
and mysterious.

Guest’s dithy- 
rambs are laughed at by the intelligentsia, not because the 
things they say are not so, but because the fiction in them 
is of a kind not satisfying to sniffish and snooty men. It is 
{ction suitable to persons of a less critical habit. It preaches 
tle joys open to the humble. It glorifies their dire necessi- 
ties. It cries down their lacks. It promises them happiness, 
end if not happiness, then at least contentment. No wonder 
‘t is popular! No wonder it is intoned every time Kiwanians 
get together and the reassuring slapping of backs begins, 
It is itself a sort of back slapping.

DENVER RECALLS OLD 
DAYS OF THE THEATER 
» By Burns Mantle. 


ENVER, Colo.— [Special Correspondence.}—The day of 


reminiscence came suddenly upon me. I had been 
~ young till yesterday—-young, if not peppy; and not too 
scornful of those who try to do the Charleston. | 

Then I walked into the lobby of the theater in Elitch’s 
gardens, in Denver, and realized that here was not only the 
scene of my theater beginnings, 
but the very cradle in which had 
been reared the modern stock com- 
pany movement from which the 
more modern Little theater move- 
ment has sprung. 

It was here, thirty good years 
ago, that Mary Elitech, owning a 
lovely garden which it had been’ 
the dream of her gead husband, 
John Elitch, one time minstrel, to | 
make into a great family amuse- 
ment park, decided ‘to add a dra- 
matic stock company to the at- 
tractions. James Neill and Edythe 
Chapman, now familiar to:a new 
generation of playgoers through 
their motion picture successes, 
were the leading players, and from 
this company in succeeding years 
sprung both the Giffen-Neill com- 
pany that carried the new drama 
to the Pacific coast by way of Salt Lake and the northwest, 
and the Tim Frawley company that started in San Francisco 
and afterward played around the world. 

It was Mary Elitch’s success with this‘company that in- 
spired the formation of other stock companies through the 
west. And it was the standards of decency and respectability 
that she has maintained and guaranteed for thirty years that 
have set so definite a mark for all other amusement park 
proprietors to shoot at. | 

I met her the other evening, a cheerful little lady walking 
about the garden that others have taken over and honorably 
managed in her interests, and in accordance with her ideals. 
Children still flock to Elitch’s unchaperoned and their mothers 
know they are safe. There is a great dance hall. but less

in the theater are this year's plays, but any that might give 
‘offense are discreetly, rather than arbitrarily, weeded out. 
They were playing “ Craig's Wife’’ the week I was there and 
“The Poor Nut” the week I left. 

I saw the Kelly play with Cora Witherspoon giving a 
particularly sharp'‘and interesting performance in the Chrys- 
tal Herne réle, and I thrilled a little to find that old Elitch 
traditions were being maintained. It was an irtelligent and 
technically even performance, staged in a week by Melville 
Burke, and without slavish copying of the Broadway original. 
Also it pleases me to report that it was the biggest financial 
success the Gardens theater has had in years. I should like to 
see this most: worthy Pulitzer prize winner do well on tour. 

Where People Demand Clean Plays. . 

I found another interesting development of the’ stoc 
company influence out here. The sentimental regard in 
which the audiences hold the players practically guarantees 
the character and basic cleanliness of the plays produced. 
The people themselves put the burden of decency upon the 
actors and are plainly reluctant to forgive deliberate depar- 
tures from a fairly straight path. They don’t want to hear 
them swear and are most unhappy when they go wrong. 

This evident respect for the cleaner plays has impressed 
the managers, and they have indorsed it. Manager Mulvihill, 
deservedly proud of his record in carrying on tne Elitch tra- 
ditions since the war, even draws the line at “They Knew 
What They Wanted.’ He neither wants Florence Eldridge, 
his leading woman, to play the Pauline Lord type of heroine, 
nor does he relish the risk of offending his loyal family trade. 

This decision denies Miss Eldridge a part I know she 
could play most creditably, and the Denver playgoers a view 
of a well written, stirringly emotional, and vitally human 
drama. But I am not so sure both players and playgoers are 
not the gainers in the end. 

‘Most of the great actors of our time have played at 
Elitch’s. As Carleton Miles has written, it is the only theater 
in the west, outside of San Francisco, that can boast a real 
tradition. Mrs. Fiske played ‘‘ Rosmersholm”’ there in the 
days when she was fighting the theatrical trust. Sarah 
Bernhardt gave both “Camille” and “La Sorciere” in the 
Gardens theater the year she made her famous tent tour of 
the west. David Warfield had’a notable engagement there 
when he first took ‘‘ The Music Master” to the coast. Henri- 
etta Crosman and Blanche Bates have both played Rosalind 
in the Gardens, and I recall that for the Bates production 
they tore out the back of the stage and lighted up a very real 
Forest of Arden for the lovers to play in. When they revived 
“The Sporting Duchess” they opened the stage doors and 
drove a coach and four across the stage, while a summer 
breeze swayed the stage foliage.

First Among Stock Companies. 

Of recent years they have had the pick of modern plays, 
such is the confidence of the profession in the company and 
the management. ‘“ Yours is the premier stock company of 
America,” wired George Kelly, with his indorsement of the 
“Craig’s Wife” engagement.

first. But it can never be as dear to us again. Our love of the 
theater was youthful and keen then and there was an unfor- 
gettable pride in the things we hoped we were helping to do 
‘for the good of a cause. There was a real thrill in renewing 
a memory of Elitch’s. 

They are proud of their sons and daughters in this west- 
ern country and a little vain of their eastern educations, 
which is human. 

Mother invariably begins a family reminiscence with 
something like “ When my oldest girl was home from Miss 
Spence’s school last week she was sayin ude 

And papa’s approach shot is usually something like

“My son loves the theater,” one proud mamma told me. 
“ We were really afraid when he left Cornell he would go on 
the stage! Imagine! And now my second son—tell me, Mr. 
Mantle, do you think college dramatics are a bad influence?” 

“No,” I answered, determined to be true to my alma 
mater. “No, I can’t say that I do. I, for example, went to 
the Arapahoe Street school and sang ‘Woodman, Spare that 
Tree,’ louder than anybody, the day we dedicated City park. 
But I never had the least ambition to take up either opera or 
forestry.”

Since, about twenty years 
ago, these shows were subjected to a censorship by the mag- 
nates of the business and “ clesned up,” they have been the 
worst and the most consistent bore in the entire field of stage- 
entertainment. I have not in at least fifteen years seen an 
audience at “burlesque’’ enjoy itsel. The attitude of the 
spectators is always that of paired resignation, as if to indi- 
cate that they had paid their money, been cheated, and are 
without means of redress. 
| 


It isn’t that the old-line burlesque-shows were unwhole- 
some in their frank, naive indecency. They had their special 
clientéle, their knowledge of what was expected and desired, 
and their standards and, as the years rolled on, something 
like traditions. The notion that they were unfit for women 
to see is twaddle: there is more offense to be derived from four 
in five of the so-called “ revues” than was to be seen on heard 
in ten seasons of pre-censor “‘hurlesque.” The comic mien 


of those shows were bent on making laughter, and had no 


knowledge of any other method than. being “raw” in speech 
and antic. The “clean” show of recent years is, somehow, 
immeasurably more indecent than was the old exhibit. | 


And this reaction is not peculiar to me. Asa prosperous 
division of the theatrical business, the “burlesque” seems 


to bé through, or nearly through. The theaters of the circuit . 


are to be occupied many weeks of next season by plays that 
have had their day in the two-fifty field: “White Cargo,” 
“Kosher Kitty Kelly,” and-ten or twelve.more pieces are to 
be acted in alternation with the “ burleycues,” as they are 
called in the lingo. The word “ burlesque” is to be dropped 
from use: the explanation is that the meaning of the word 


has been ered through its ure by managers not in sym- 
pathy h “clean shows.” The correct sense of the word, 
as atter of fact, was destroyed years ago by its use as a 


trade-mark for performances that had nothing to do- with 
true burlesque: the word for a quarter-century and longer 
has connoted something else to the theater-going public. What 
two-fifty theater-goer would have gone to see “ The Tavern " 
if Mr. Cohan had advertised it for what it was—a burlesque? 
How many theater-goers think of the delightful fun of the 
Weberfields as burlesque? Yet, that is what they gave: they 
and their companions made up the best troupe of burlesque-. 
actors ever organized in this country. Richard Mansfield told 
me that he did not dare to do what he wanted to do in stag- 
ing H. Greenough Smith's “Castle Sombras” when the 
public’s fondness for cape-and-sword stuff of the zenda pat- 
tern was at its warmest: that is, to advertise the play as a 


burlesque.

In other words, how far has 
the dramatist succeeded in é@xpressing himself, and 
the materials before him, intelligently, eloquently. 
symmetrically, beautifully? So much for the criticism 
of the dramatist as artist. In the second place, whom 
does the play interest? Does it interest inferior per- 
sons, or does it interest cultivated and artistically- 
sensitive persons? So much for the criticism of the 
artist as dramatist.—George Jean Nathan in the

-KILOCYCLES ARE 


Considerable mystification was ex: | 
pressed recently by Senator Ashurst 
of Arizona over the frequent use of 
the term “ kilocycle’”’ in the radio dis- 
cussion by Senator Dill of Washing- 
ton. Finally, Mr. Ashurst ventured to 
say: 

“T really ask the senator’s pardon, 
but I would like to have him repeat 
the explanation about the kilocyecle. 
It may be simple to the senator, but 
I did not understand it.” 

“It is not simple to me,” Mr. Dill re- 
sponded laughingly. “A kilocycle is 
a thousand cycles. A cycle is’ another 
name for a wave, or vibration, or fre- 
quency, or whatever we want to call 
it. I do not wish to mystify the sena- 
tor, or seem to be wise in my attempt 
to explain it, but the radio engineers 
say that if we use one meter as a 
wave length, the transmitter will send 
out 300,000,000 impulses per second. 
I think no human mind can even con- 
ceive how fast that is, but that is the 
theory. A kilocycle is one ten thou- 
sandth of those 300,000,000 impulses or 
cycles.”’

wr isn't as if the elimination of the 
mosquito were still in the experi- 
mental stage. It is not. It is an 
exact science. It was first solved 
pearly twenty years ago in Panama, 
when these pests so seriously inter- 
fered with the building of the canal 
that its prompt completion was men- 
aced and that now famous graveyard 
which lies midway on the southern 


bank grew in its grim way from week 


to week. That remarkable pair, Col. 
Is and Dr. Gorgas, tackled and 
gonquered the problem. Their methods 
have since been copied and improved

_torid a community of these dangerous 


and obnoxious pests, as is proven by 
the region near Oyster Bay, where the 
Marshail Fields III. have built their 
stately summer home. 

Mrs Frank Remington, an ex-Chi- 
cagoan. who lives not far from the 
Field estate, told the writer two years 
ago about the rescue of that district 
from the anophylus pestiferosa. So 
inescapable and deadly were these in- 
sects that a previous owner of the land 
now composing the Field estate sold it 
for less than he had paid for it and 
in spite of having put costly improve- 


“ments on it because he couldn’t stand 


the “skeeters.”” The lives of people 

in that neighborhood were rendered 

miserable, even unendurable, by the 

stinging, pestilential plague. 


: Starting a War. 

Unable to endure it longer, the in- 
habitants combined and raised a fund 
to be used in the extermination of the 
summer's worst enemy. So successful 
were they that Mrs. Remington said 
they were able to dispense with screens 
at windows and doors. 

They included also in their warfare 
& campaign against filles. Think how 
delicious life would be in this part. of 
the land if we could distense 
screens! 

The work of extermination has to be 


‘begun by the middle of May and is con- 


tinued until! September. It has to be 
done each year. 

The state authorities have experts 
in this line who will instruct us and 
supervise any efforts in this direction. 
To be effective it would have to be an 
intercommunity enterprise, as it would 
be useless to exterminate the mosquito 
im one village when its next door 
feighbors were permitting the brutes 
® breed and multiply. The mosquito 
an only fiy of its own volition a mile, 
lt the wind—and this is a breezy re- 
fion—can send it much farther. 

The only citizen that I.know of who

has made any determined attack on 
them hereabouts is Louis Eckstein. He 
has spent thousands of dollars to rid 
Ravinia park of them and has suc- 
ceeded wonderfully when the indiffer- 
ence and carelessness of neighboring 
villages is considered. Personally, I 
haven’t been conscious of any mosqui- 
toes in that dark; cool, delicious tem- 
ple of music, though others have men- 
tioned them. If they have been »oth- 
ered by them those so troubled may 
have brought the nuisances with them 
in their hair or garments. The buzzers 
may be home grown, not raised in the 
park. For a mile round Mr. Eckstein’s 
mosquito fighters have cleaned out

possible breeding places and ofled stag- 
nant pools. 

We are deprived of the summer’s 
chief pleasure, life in the open air, 
through our slovenly short sighted- 
ness. Mosquitoes breed in still water. 
Three-quarters of their short but vigor- 
ous lives are spent under water. Oil 
on the surface of the water suffocates 
and kills them. Flies lay their eggs 
and breed chiefly in stable refuse. 
Screening manure piles prevents or 
impedes these processes and by 650 
much helps rid the neighborhood of 
these filthy, disease breeders. A spe- 
cial assessment on property owners or 
a voluntary subscription would quickly 


raise enough money to finance this 
double campaign. 
to sit in a comfortable seat in: your 
garden, in the shade of your own vine 
and fig tree, reading or chatting with 
visitors, or having luncheon or supper 
set. out on the lawn, or enjoying the 
sweet countryside without being beset 
by buzzing and stinging tormentors! 
It would make of everyday life an ex- 
quisite idyl. 

To rid the country hereabouts of 
flies and mosquitoes is a man sized job, 
but if the men sidestep I vote that the 
women tackle it. They can handle it. 
If all the garden clubs in this region 
were to undertake it they would be
